Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant requested an in-person interview to discuss what they 
feel the invention is, and how it differs from prior art of the record. The Applicant explained that the main inventive 
concept of the application is the storing instructions of an instruction trace in reverse program order in the trace cache. 
Furthermore, the Applicant pointed out how they feel the combination of Patel and Johnson does not adequetly read on 
the claims. The applicant noted that Johnson was directed towards storing logic blocks of memory pages in reverse 
order, and that while the concept of storing in reverse order because the head was frequently modified was present, 
the fact that they were simply logic blocks being stored in reverse program order, and not instructions of an instruction 
segment within a cache line, did not provide the correct motivation to combine in an obviousness rejection. The 
Examiner first noted that he did not have the authority to agree to anything believed to be allowable. Further, he 
explained that while he believed there was allowable subject matter in the application, the claim language was too 
broad to overcome the prior art in his opinion. He explained that using the broadest reasonable interpretation of the 
claim language that an "instruction in a cache line" could be read upon using the "logical data block" of Johnson, and 
thus there was reason to combine the references. The Examiner suggested that amending the claims to more clearly 
define the 'instruction segments 1 and how they were created, or adding some claim language further defining the 
structure or system that the inention lies within, could possibly move the application closer to allowance, but that he 
would have to see the official amendments before any determination could be made. Finally the Applicant stated his 
intention to file a response to the Examiner's second non-final action.
